No. 3/8/95-GW (II)/1552.—The Central Ground Water 
Board is the apex agency at the national level in respect of 
matters relating to ground water exploration, assessment, 
Scientific management and regulation of country’s ground 
water resources. It carries out nation wide systematic survey 
of ground water resources. The Board undertakes regional 
hydrogeological surveys and exploratory drilling in various 
parts of the country on a macro-level basis to assess the 
ground water potential. 

A High Level Multi Disciplinary Committee constituted by 
the Government had made recommendations concerning re¬ 
vised goals, objectives, organisational structure, functions and 
responsibilities of the Board in terms of its achievements and 
also keeping in view the developments in this field over Ihe 
past three decades. These recommendations were subse¬ 
quently considered by an Empowered Committee and it was 
decided that the Board might be entrusted with the addi¬ 
tional responsibilities as recommended by the High l evel 
Multi-Disciplinary Commiltee. Therefore it is necessary to 
reorganise the Board and upgrade its status to enable it to 
take over additional responsibilities. 

In order to consider Ibis and other related aspects it lias 
been decided to set up a Committee under the Chairmanship 
of Minister of State for Water Resources.

sources. 

S. Recommend streamlining; ungradation and restruo- 
turing of the Central Ground Water Board to handle 
the expanded programme of work.
